Troy,  New  York , copied  above  quoted  data  from  a  copy  of  the 
volume  in  Library  of  the  University  of  State  of  New  York  at 
Albany,  for  Nellie  I  Stevenson,  who  after’  ards  examined  a 
copy  of  the  same  genealogy  in  Newberry  Library,  Chicago, 
Illinois. 

A  search  of  Newy  York  state  records  might  indicate 
Revolutionary  service  in  this  Stranahan  family.  William 
was  3°  years  of  age  in  1775  ana  possibly  his  son  William3 
was  old  enough  to  enlist.  But  Judge  F  E  Stranahan  of  Montarft’ 
stated  later  that  he  believes  James2  stramaham  was  the  only 
one  in  the  Revolutionary  War.

In  the  winter  of  1853  Lorin  Stranahan  taught  school 
in  Illinois.  The  following  year,  10^4,  he  returned  to 
Fayette  County,  Iowa,  accompanied  by  his  parents  (see 
William^  ).  Lorin  Stranahan  had  purchased  this  land 
with  money  earned  as  a  teacher  and  he  continued  teachip  , 
winters,  after  locating  on  his  homestead.  His  own 
older-  children  were  among  his  pupils.  AL  first,  the 
school  was  held  in  a  granary  on  his  farm,  afterwards  in 
a  schoolhouse  erected  a  bit,  east  of  his  home,  and  later 
on,  in  a  different  schoolhouse  erected  by  the  district 
on  the  southwest  corner  of  hid  home  farm.  Here  his  son 
William  and  his  old§r  daughter,  Lizzie,  also  taught  in 
the  1870's. 

In  1892  Mr  Stranahan  removed  to  the  town  of  Fayette, 
Fayette  County,  Iowa,  where  he  lived  until  his  death, 
April  19,  1b19*  Juried  in  G-ranuview  Cemetery,  rayet,te.
